There have been a number of questions raised in the Older Adults Waiver, the Living at
Home: Maryland Community Choices Waiver, and the Waiver for Children with Autism
Spec1:rum Disorder regarding reimbursement of services that are rendered for part of an
hour, when the unit of service is one hour. The purpose of this transmittal is to clarify the
definition of unit of service for those waiver services that are reimbursed by Medicaid in

hourly rates.

A unit of service of one hour mean:s that a full hour of service must be rendered in order
to qualify for Medicaid reimbursement A waiver participant's plan of care/plan of
service authorizes hourly units of service for certain waiver services (see below). These
services are designed to assist participants to receive services safely in their homes and
communities. Services must be provided according to the approved plan of care/plan of
service in order to be reimbursed by Medicaid [COMAR 10.4.55.29A(5), 10.09.56.22A

and 10.09.54.33(4)].
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These three waiver programs pay for services rendered in hourly increments. It is not
acceptable to submit claims that ha've been rounded to the next hourly increment, if less
than an hour of service was provided. The administering agency for each waiver may
return claims that are submitted with partial hours of service. Additionally, note that
preparation and travel time may not be included in the service provision time billed to
Medicaid.
